MEN JAILED FOR 
DEATH ROBBERY 


TWO men have been sen¬ 
tenced for their part in a rob¬ 
bery at Southend in which 
their victim died. 

Christopher Ryan, 45, was 
found with serious head 
injuries inside his flat in 
Coleman Street on 
Thursday, November 17, 
2011. He died in hospital a 
few days later. 

Following a three-week 
trial at Southwark Crown 
Court, John Nafzger was 
found guilty of one count of 
manslaughter and one count 
of robbery while 
Christopher Walker was 
found guilty of one count of 
robbery. 



Nafzger, 40, unemployed, 
of Westbury Road, 
Southend, was given an 
indeterminate sentence but 
must serve a minimum of 
seven years. 


Walker, 24, also unem¬ 
ployed, of Mansted Garden, 
Rochford, was given a five- 
year sentence. 

The court had heard that 
the two men went to Mr 


Ryan’s home to steal 
cannabis plants they knew 
he was cultivating. 

They waited near Mr 
Ryan’s flat and Nafzger 
attacked him when he 
returned home and opened 
the front door. He was left 
with severe head injuries. 

Senior investigating offi¬ 
cer Detective Inspector 
Martin Pasmore, of Kent 
and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate, said after the 
hearing Nafzger has a long 
history of violence and 
drug-related crime. 

He said: “Hopefully the 
indeterminate sentence will 
ensure that he is not released 


until he is no longer a dan¬ 
ger to the public and in par¬ 
ticular to vulnerable people 
like Christopher Ryan. 

“I hope Mr Ryan’s family 
will gain a level of closure 
from this sentence and can 
move on with their lives. 

“The judge accepted that 
Walker played no part in the 
violence used against Mr 
Ryan and that he was led by 
Nafzger in committing the 
robbery and the sentence 
reflects this. 

“I hope that without the 
influence of Nafzger, 
Walker carves out a decent 
life for himself when he is 
released from prison.”

Ground-breaking ceremony for 
new woodland centre scheme

A GROUND-breaking ceremony for 
the new £800,000 Belfairs 
Woodland Centre took place last 
week. 

Building work that is a joint pro¬ 
ject between the borough’s govern¬ 
ing body and Essex Wildlife Trust 
was launched by the Mayor of 
Southend, Councillor Sally Carr, last 
Thursday. 

This centre is funded by a variety 


of organisations and private individ¬ 
uals, including a Heritage Lottery 
Grant. 

Southend councillor for culture 
and tourism, Derek Jarvis, explained 
the ground-breaking stage of the 
construction was a special moment. 

He said: “It is a landmark step for 
this flourishing project which has 
involved members of the public at 
every stage. It really aims to appeal 
to, and to involve the whole commu¬ 
nity.” 


It will be a base to launch activities 
and events connected with the park 
and the woods - open to the whole 
community with opportunities to 
explore, experience, learn and enjoy. 

It is part of a larger Belfairs Park 
Project to engage schools, and the 
rest of the community in volunteer¬ 
ing, education and family adven¬ 
tures. The building which will incor¬ 
porate sustainable materials and 
energy efficient technology, is due to 
be completed by next summer. 


John Hall, chief executive officer 
of Essex Wildlife Trust said the 
ground breaking marked the fruition 
of the project. 

He said: “Belfairs is part of a 
Living Landscape that contains vital 
ancient woodland, supporting rare 
and cherished species, such as the 
Dormouse. 

“It is already a special place but it 
is about to become even better for 
wildlife, for the future and for the 
people of Essex.”

A HEADTEACHER who was suspended fol¬ 
lowing an investigation into the school’s admin¬ 
istration of exams has been cleared. 

Ros Ferdinand, headteacher of Porters Grange

“Additional support has been provided to the 
school staff during this difficult period to ensure 
disruption was kept to a minimum and that the 
education of the young people attending the 
school was not affected.” 

Mrs Ferdinand has subsequently retired but the 
governors asked to place on record their thanks 
for her efforts during her time at Porters Grange.

This week, we speak to Stuart Hill, 56, owner of Anything 
That’s Rock and Roll, in Southchurch Road, Southend 


Why did you open the shop? 

A few reasons. 

I had been in the financial services 
for 25 years and my broker packed 
up because of the economical 
climate. 

So for eight months I was looking 
for a deal that I wanted. 

I was sitting down having a beer 
one night and thought I didn’t like 
the industry I was in any more and I 
have always wanted own a record 
shop, so I decided to go for it.

S ciatica "Si-at-ika" is a group of symptoms 
involving pain in the buttock and back of 
the leg, only usually on one side of the 
body.

TWO PEOPLE were arrested last 
Wednesday after a crackdown on metal 
theft in Essex. 

Operation Tornado saw police stop 
more than 80 vehicles as they entered 
scrap yards in Laindon and Pitsea. 

The day of searches was part of a 
national operation. 

Previous days of stop-and-searches 
have caught drivers carrying drugs and 
stolen drain lids. 

The national scheme also sees officers 
check the books of local scrap yards 
every week, making sure customers leave 
accurate contact details and provide ID. 

Sergeant Paul Costin, who led the oper-

ation, said: “We want to put the fear of 
God into people that they will be caught. 

“We check people have given correct 
details. If they say someone’s given them 
permission to sell metal on their behalf, 
we check that out. We check people have 


valid waste carrier licences. 

“It’s about increasing the risk to the 
offender and decreasing the reward. We 
caught a guy a few months ago who sold 
£20 of scrap metal but gave a pony name 
and address. He got a £50 fine. So there 
is a deterrent there.” 

As a result of Wednesday’s operation, a 
50-year-old man from Laindon was 
arrested and cautioned for giving false 
details. 

Police also arrested a 24-year-old man 
from Basildon on suspicion of driving 
while disqualified and without insurance. 
He was later charged with both offences. 

A further 10 people were set to receive 
warning letters for supplying incorrect 
details to scrap yards.

A factory full of fun 


LIZ WADE has a look to see what Essex’s newest playcentre has to offer. 


A NEW play centre has opened its doors 
in Essex, offering that little bit more for 
children, and mums and dads too. 

The Fun Factory, based on the Purdeys 
Industrial Estate, Rochford, may have only 
opened its doors a few week ago, but it is 
already making its mark on families through¬ 
out the area and further afar. 

We all know how hard it is to entertain kids, 
and if you have more than one then it’s hard 
to please them all, but at this new play centre 
I’m sure you will find something for all of them, 
from those who want to scale a wall, or play 
in a soft climbing structure, to children who 
want to kick a ball around or take to a skating 
rink. 

What’s more, if you fancy joining in the fun 
then you can even try a bit of climbing with 
the kids or take to the skating rink for a small 
extra charge. 

As soon as I walked into The Fun Factory I 
could see a hive of activity throughout its vast, 
open plan structure. From every corner there

was something going on and there was a 
congregation of parents in the middle of 
everything, happily sipping coffees and watch¬ 
ing all the fun going on. 

Every part of the centre has been utilised to 
offer different activities for a wide range of age 
groups, from babies and toddlers to children 
up to the age of 13. 

The new play centre is a family run business 
and its director, Carl Cantor, whose parents 
own and run several other businesses in the 
area, said work on the new facility, formerly 
MFI, began at the beginning of the year. 

Carl said: "We visited play centres around 
the country to see what was working and 
what we wanted to do and we saw a gap in 
the market locally. 

"Since opening on August Bank Holiday we 
have had a lot of positive feedback from par¬ 
ents and have already booked lots of parties." 

It is easy to see why The Fun Factory is 
already so popular as there is so much to do 
for kids, all included in the price of admission. 

Its synthetic ice rink, which apparently has 
the same feeling as a normal ice rink accord¬ 
ing to seasoned skaters, offers a safer skating 
experience for youngsters, without the chance 
of getting wet, while the small sports arena 
offers the chance to play football or basket¬ 
ball. 

Its large soft play area offers three main 
storeys plus a couple of sub levels, all of 
which have higher ceilings than many other 
soft play areas, making it easier for parents to 
get inside with the kids. The eight metre high 
structure, which is completely visible from the 
parents’ seating area, is packed with features 
including a drop slide, four lane slide and a 
whirly slide. 

The centre’s large and colourful, eight metre 
high climbing wall has become popular with 
youngsters who can scale the wall with the 
help of automatic belay ropes. Harnesses and 



helmets are used to keep the kids safe, and 
mums and dads can also give it a go with 
their children for a small extra charge. 

For younger children there’s a role play area 
with kitchen; an under four play area for tod¬ 
dlers including a ball pool with an air system 
which shoots balls up into a net that can be 
emptied by pulling on a rope; and a baby area 
with soft shapes. 

There is also a Sensory Room, believed to 
be one of the biggest in the country, which is 
an amazingly calming environment that is 
great for little ones as well as children with 
special needs. With this in mind The Fun 
Factory has installed a system that can be 
individually controlled by carers so that chil¬ 
dren benefit from the lights and features they 
love. 

While all of the above is included in the 
admission price for children, there is an added 
extra that has a small charge - its Go-Kart 
area. But kids can have a drive on the coin 
operated karts for just £1 a go. 

There’s also a fully fitted cafe area which 


offers everything from light bites to hearty 
meals, with kids meals costing just £2.99 and 
Lattes and Cappuchinos for under £2. 

The Fun Factory can cater for birthday par¬ 
ties and private hire, and has an extendable 
party area that can hold three parties of 20 
children or parties for up to 60 children. Plans 
are in place to introduce a range of activity 
classes in this area in the near future, includ¬ 
ing dance, music and craft, and future plans 
for the whole centre include Halloween and 
Christmas parties. 

I think the play centre is a fantastic venue as 
its open plan, air conditioned premises allows 
parents to keep an eye on their children from 
practically anywhere they are sitting. And, as 
we all know that the attention span of children 
can sometimes be short-lived, there is so 
much for them to do they can afford to spend 
10 minutes on one activity before going off to 
join in with another. 

So, if you can’t decide what to do then just 
head somewhere that has it all under one roof 
- the Fun Factory in Rochford.

f {YOU gotta act like a criminal to catch 
one,” growls Flying Squad hard man Dl 
Jack Regan (Ray Winstone) as he appre¬ 
hends a gang of armed robbers with old- 
fashioned brutality in Nick Love’s revamp of 
the classic 1970s TV series starring John 
Thaw and Dennis Waterman. 

In the same way that the daredevil antics 
of Riggs and Murtaugh in Lethal Weapon 
put a fictional gloss on life on the streets for 
the LAPD, The Sweeney is completely 
divorced from the reality of modern policing 
in London. 

Car chases careen through the shimmering 
glass and metal structures of Canary Wharf 
at dizzying speed to the pounding beat of 
Lome Balfe’s score and a shoot-out in 
Trafalgar Square leaves ancient monuments 
riddled with bullet holes. 

Almost every arrest culminates in Winstone 
growling “You’re nicked!” and when the men 
in the upper echelons of power dare to 
question Regan’s thuggish, heavy-handed 
tactics, he bares his teeth and snarls, “We 
still do the things you can only dream of”. 

That told them. 

Love’s script, co-written by 
John Hodge, follows Regan 
and sidekick George Carter 
(Ben Drew) as they hunt a 
gang of wily European 
thieves led by slippery 
Francis Allen (Paul 
Anderson). 

Unfortunately, the team 
cannot find sufficient evi¬ 
dence to charge Allen and 
they are forced to let him go 
after hours of intense ques¬ 
tioning. 

“The ramifications of your actions are going 
to have serious repercussions,” the thief 


warns Regan with an icy stare. 

Tensions within the department explode 
when Internal Affairs officer 
Ivan Lewis (Steve 
Mackintosh) embarks on a 
personal crusade to bring 
down Regan, who just hap¬ 
pens to be bedding Lewis’s 
wife Nancy (Hayley Atwell). 

Section chief Frank 
Haskins (Damian Lewis) 
protects his boys and girl in 
the Flying Squad as much 
as he can, but Internal 
Affairs clearly has a vendetta 
nothing until the team is dis¬ 
banded and Regan languishes behind bars. 
“You’re extinct, you’re a dinosaur!” Lewis 


threatens his prey. 

Filmed on location in London, The 
Sweeney embraces every cliche imaginable 
as Regan propels his department to the 
brink of self-destruction. 

Car chases are well choreographed and 
Winstone plays the daddy of the department 
with tightly coiled intensity. 

The romantic subplot with Atwell defies 
credulity - Winstone looks like he would 
rather chew off her face than kiss it - and 
their bedroom scene inspires unintentional 
snorts of derision. 

By contrast, Drew (aka rapper Plan B) 
underplays his role but still gets involved in 
the bruising fisticuffs and a climactic show¬ 
down that pokes fun at the British love affair 
with caravan and trailer parks.

Landlord Question 

A tenant I have was experiencing problems with their toilet flush. Rather than get in touch for me to 
organise a visit and sort it out, they attempted to repair it themselves and bodged it. The result is 
that the entire ballcock and flush mechanism needs to be replaced. Can I charge the tenant for this 
damage to the property? 

Think Property Answer 

Technically, you could easily argue that the botched repair is damage to the property and make a 
request to the tenant to make a contribution towards the costs, but is the bad blood that this could 
create worth it? If this is a one off and not the latest in a line of amateur DIY mistakes, the tenant 
deserves the benefit of the doubt. 

If you want to be reasonable and realistic, we think you probably just have to take this one on the 
chin and do the repair at your expense. After all, the flush wasn’t working anyway and you would 
have had to make a repair in any case. You don’t note how old the mechanism is, but they do 
eventually, inevitably, need replacement. 

There’s another angle to this we think. Lots of landlords are very keen for their tenants to be 
proactive and keep on top of minor repair and maintenance. We hear tales of tenants pestering 
landlords and calling at all hours with the most minor requests. Asking for replacement lightbulbs 
and the like is quite common. That’s why it’s critical to set expectations and be communicative with 
your tenants.

Q. We are looking to buy. What general advice 
would you give regarding making offers? 

A. There are few hard and fast rules when it 
comes to making offers. However, it is advisable 
to do some research first, to see what similar 
properties in the area may recently have sold for. 

These days, there are a number of websites like www.myhouseprice.com and 
www.ourproperty.co.uk which can provide this kind of information, although it’s 
important to remember that they get their data from HM Land Registry, so it’s 
basically 3 months out of date. 

Always bear in mind that whatever offer you make, you may be outbid - even in the 
current market. Remember, the agent is legally bound to continue passing on any 
new offers to his client right up until exchange of contracts, unless instructed 
otherwise. So, even if and when your offer is accepted, that is by no means the end 
of it. 

By all means, offer less than the asking price - indeed, it’s practically expected! But 
don’t be tempted to start off with a ridiculously low offer, on the offchance that you 
strike lucky - even if you’re prepared to go higher later. Very occasionally, this may 
pay dividends - if, for example, the seller is in particularly dire straights. But 
generally speaking it is a very high-risk strategy. After all, if the seller’s agent has 
done his job properly in the first place, then the asking price should already be 
pretty much spot on. Besides, if the vendor thinks that your initial offer was 
insultingly low, then he may simply refuse to sell to you at all, no matter how high 
you are subsequently prepared to go. After all, no-one likes being taken for a fool - 
so much so, in fact, that there are plenty of cases of vendors who were even 
prepared to accept a slightly lower final offer from someone else, rather than end 
up selling to the person who tried to pull a fast one in the first place! 

So, my advice is simple - if you really, really like a property, don’t play around. Give 
it your best shot right from the start. 

One final word. Resist the temptation to make offers on several different properties 
at the same time. Admittedly, this is normally only something that happens in a 
sellers’ market. Still, you wouldn’t want anyone doing it to you!

T HE FIRST production 
car on UK roads result¬ 
ing from an app created 
in collaboration with 
Facebook is Citroen’s Cl 
Connexion special edition. 
More than 24,000 Facebook 
users submitted their ideal 
configurations for a special 
Cl citycar of this type - and 
the Connexion is the result. 
But is it any good? 

Like all Cl buyers, pur¬ 
chasers of this Connexion 
model get only one engine 
choice, a frugal 68bhp 1 .Oi 
petrol unit. There’s also a 
refreshing lack of gimmicks 
and nonsense that can 
plague some small cars as 
manufacturers look to differ¬ 
entiate their wares. With this 


Citroen, you just get a citycar 
that’s small, manoeuvrable, 
easy to see out of and very 
simple to operate. 

It’s almost comical how lit¬ 
tle car there is behind the 
rear seats and when revers¬ 
ing into a multi-storey bay, 
it’s worth remembering that 
you can afford to leave your¬ 
self some breathing room at 
the back. Quite what a tail- 
gating articulated truck 
would look like to a rear seat 
passenger is the flip side of 
that characteristic! 

On the road, the petrol unit 
feels willing and rewy and 
well suited to the Cl’s up 
and at 'em personality. The 
steering feels somewhat arti¬ 
ficial and takes some getting 
used to but it doesn’t require 
much effort to twirl the car 



Making the Connexion 


into a parking space. 

The Connexion certain 
stands out with its Caldera 
Black metallic paint and 14- 
inch ‘Rift’ alloy wheels. It all 
nicely enhances the most 
recent Cl facelift which has 
seen a revised front end and 
better quality upholstery and 
smarter materials inside. 

Unlike a number of its rival 
tiny runabouts, the Cl 
Connexion offers a choice of 
either three or five-door body 
styles. The glass tailgate 
looks good but unlike that on 
the C3 supermini, doesn’t 
extend down to bumper 
level, which might be a pain 
if you’re constantly wanting 
to load in heavy shopping. 
The wheelarches are surpris¬ 
ingly beefy and the rear set 
are sculpted a little further 
forward in the three-door 
body style. The five-door car 
sees its rear doors meet the 
rear light clusters in a very 
neat piece of packaging. 

Citroen have been regain¬ 
ing their reputation for bold 
and exciting interiors of late 
and the Cl continues that 
trend. Headroom inside the 


car isn’t at all bad, even for 
someone well over six feet 
tall and the big glass area up 
front gives an airy feel to the 
cabin. The rear of the three- 
door car is notably more 
claustrophobic and is really 
only suitable for kids and 
short journeys. 

This special edition pack¬ 
age costs from around 
£9,500, with a £350 premi¬ 
um if you want five rather 
than three doors. That 
means a cost of £500 over 
the existing VTR trim level 
upon which this variant is 
based. This already includes 
ABS and EBD braking, vari¬ 
able power assisted steering, 
driver’s, front passenger’s & 
front lateral airbags, daytime¬ 
running LEDs, air condition¬ 
ing and front electric win¬ 
dows. 

Some buyers may have 
reservations about the safety 
of such a minute car. Nudge 
up against a behemoth 4x4 
in a car of the Cl’s size and 
it’s easy to feel rather threat¬ 
ened, but the Cl is likely to 
have better safety systems 
than some sizeable SUVs. 


As well as a specially devel¬ 
oped body structure that 
incorporates crumple zones 
and impact absorbers at the 
front and rear, the Cl also 
boasts ISOFIX child seat 
anchor points, reinforced 
doors and up to four airbags. 

This Cl is the first petrol - 
powered Citroen to slot 
beneath the all-important 
lOOg/km of C02 figure, with 
a 99g/km return that sees it 
being exempt from the 
London Congestion Charge. 
All variants get free road tax 
for the first year and as for 
fuel consumption, well, if you 
thought the Cl was cheap 
to run before, wait until you 
check out this improved 
model. The 1.0-litre engine 
was always pretty frugal at 
the pumps, but now the 
combined fuel consumption 
figure has edged up from 
61.4mpg to 65.7mpg. 
Supposedly newer citycars 
from Volkswagen, SEAT and 
Skoda trumpet low running 
costs loudly, but you’ll need 
to pay quite a bit more for 
one of them if you’re going 
to be able to match those 


kinds of figures. 

Insurance is rated at group 
3 on the 1 -50 groupings 
scale, which is a little dearer 
than the newest crop of 
rivals but again, not by 
enough to be significant. It 
still means that the Cl 
makes a great choice for 
newly qualified or younger 
drivers looking for their first 
car. The body panels are 
designed to pop straight off, 
which makes accident dam¬ 
age cheap and easy to fix. 

You can’t accuse Citroen of 
not listening to its customers 
and this Connexion special 
edition is a good example of 
the French brand doing just 
that. More than 24,000 
Facebook folk have man¬ 
aged to specify a very attrac¬ 
tive citycar package that’ll 
look good on the showroom 
floor. Expect a significant 
number of citycar buyers to 
make the Connexion. 

If that happens, then you 
can bet this won’t be the last 
such collaboration we’ll see 
of this kind. Facebook is 
here to stay - and so is this 
Cl.

Shop around to get the 
best car insurance deal 


By Jonathan Crouch 

S HOPPING around for 
insurance cover can 
pay dividends. It 
sounds an obvious thing to 
say but so few people do it. 
Many insurance companies 
are prepared to offer special 
packages for family cover, 
female owners and drivers, 
even for non-drinkers. You 
could be saving a packet, 
particularly if you ask for a 
selection of quotes before 
you decide. 

Where you live, the make 
and age of car you drive, the 
engine size and other factors 
all naturally come in to play. 
You’ll be expecting to answer 
questions about no claims 
bonuses, accidents, convic¬ 
tions, age, address and pro¬ 
fession. 

What you might not be 
ready for are the more 
searching questions some 
companies are now asking to 
gauge the 'lifestyle' of poten¬ 
tial customers. Have you a 
child?; do you smoke - and if 
so, how many a day?; is your 
home rented or mortgaged? 

Once you’ve provided all 
the answers, you have to 
choose which type of cover 
you prefer. If you can afford it, 
fully comprehensive is always 
the best policy - insurance 
always seems expensive until 



you need it. Most of us will 
accept that premise, howev¬ 
er ruefully after that first seri¬ 
ous prang. But what is hard 
to accept is how difficult it is 
to shop around and get a 
‘sensible’ insurance quote in 
the first place. 

If the answers to the insur¬ 
ance company’s searching 
questions reveal that you’re 
such an inoffensive, low risk 
person that you iron creases 
in your jeans or fold your 
pyjamas neatly, then you’ll 
have no trouble at all and pay 
peanuts in premiums. But let 
them sniff the first hint of a 
‘hot hatch’, dubious post¬ 


code or a peccadillo in your 
driving youth and your premi¬ 
um can rocket, however 
careful you might think you 
are. 

Even when you have a fairly 
ordinary request, the variation 
in quotes, no claims bonuses 
and excess options can pro¬ 
duce a mystifying variation in 
quotes. Your insurance bro¬ 
ker might well be fed up that 
the companies he deals with 
are selling direct and under¬ 
cutting him. Yet, don’t write 
the little people off. Woman’s 
View Editor Vanessa Hinkley 
tells me that it was her loyal 
broker who got the best deal 
on her modest Mazda 323, 
against competition from 
Direct Line, AA and Mazda 
itself. 

You should be able to 
cover a mid-range car like 
this one for one or two 
named drivers for well below 
£40 a month fully compre¬ 
hensive; less if you have a 
few years’ no claims bonus 
to chip in. 

One sure way to keep 
insurance down is to select 
your car with the premium in 
mind. Next time you go out 
to buy a new one, don’t just 
think about a budget priced 
alternative that's easy to ser¬ 
vice and cheap to run; ask 
about the insurance grouping 
too.

Shrimpers collect third

SOUTHEND moved into eighth place in League

The Shrimpers continued to dominate, but fell 
behind against the run of play on 15 minutes after 
Assombalonga had been denied by Brown and a 
long defensive clearance fell kindly for Sam 
Deering, who crossed for McGlashan to drive 
home, although Chris Barker was unable to clear 
on the goal line. 

Blues - bizarrely - nearly levelled 10 minutes 
later when the industrious Kevan Hurst cleared all 
of 70 yards from the opposing goal and the ball 
rebounded off Shaun Harrad, flew over Brown, 
but unfortunately landed on top of the Chel¬ 
tenham goal. 

Cheltenham were enjoying their best spell of the 
game and Southend nearly fell further behind on 
30 minutes, but Paul Smith kept them in the game 
with a fine double save from Darren Carter and 
Kaid Mohammed. 

Galvanised by that let-off, the Shrimpers fin¬ 
ished the half the stronger and seconds after, 
Assombalonga had been denied by a super Brown 
save, which the outstretched keeper managed to 


push on to his far post. But with the ball still ‘live’ 
Town subsequently failed to clear their lines and 
allowed Hurst to cross, and a poor Keith Lowe 
clearance fell kindly for the enterprising Clohessy 
to equalise with a clean strike across Brown into 
the far comer.
